Five Hundred Newfoundland Dogs 
on Their Way Across Coutineut 
—More Railways. 



[From Our Own Correspond-nt.] 
Ottawa, Jan. 8.— Toe long iooked for 
decision of the customs: department re- 
garding minera' outfits, was published 
to-day. It is covered by a new circular 
to collectors regarding travellers' bat- 
gage. Although not promulgated in 
Bpecific terms, tho 100 pounds exeinpti(.n 
will be applied to Americans entering 
Canada on exactly the same rules that 
pertain to Canadian travellers entering 
the United States. The circular says : 
" Wearing apparel, articles of personal 
adornment, toilet articles and similar 
personal efleotB of persons arriving in 
Canada, may be passed free of duty as 
travellers' baggage under the provisions 
of the custoins tariff, but this provision 
shall only include such articles as are 
actually accompanying the parties, or 
are necessary and appropriate for the 
wearing or use of such persona f or tbe 
immediate purposes of the journey and 
for present comfort and convenience, and 
shall not be held to apply to merchan- 
dise or articles intended for other pur- 
poses or sale." 

Jt will be seen from the foregoing that 
no perBon can bring in a Btock ol cloth- 
ing or provisions intending to last any 
length of time. Broken packets of food 
for immediate consumption by parties 
will be admitted, or in other words such 
provisions as may be brought in by a 
picnic party spending a day in Canada, 
but it will not now he possible to secure 
exemption on supplies generally. The 
moral is : " Outfit for the Yukon at Vic- 
toria." 

Under an item in the tariff governing 
settlers' effects it is proposed to bring in 
a quantity of goods, but they must have 
been in actual use and tho property of 
tbe persona bringing them in for six 
months previous. Miners' toolB will not 
therefore come under this category as 
no miner destined for Klondyke is going 
to bring in second-hand articles. 

About 350 dogs of mixed breedB from 
Newfoundland and deBtined for Vic- 
toria reached Ottawa to-day. A duty of 
20 per cent. waB paid on them. Two 
darky attendants with the animals saw 
the minister of customs about the duty 
but were told that tho dogs could not he 
admitted free. To-day 190 more dogs 
reached Halifax from Newfoundland. 

A. W. Ross is here to-day in Ihe in- 
terest of the Kootenay-Carihoo Trading 
Company, which purposes to place six 
steamers on the Teslin-DawBon lino this 
spriug. Mr. Kohs will shortly take up 
his residence on the Coast again, prob- 
ably at Victoria. 

The crown timber agent at Edmonton 
is authorised to Brant permits for cutting 
timber for boat-building on paying ordi- 
nary dues. 

Five more applications have been filed 
for charters for railways Yukon wards. 
Tho promoters all appear to be Eastern 
men. 

There was no meeting of the cabinet 
to-day, but a sub-committee appointed 
to consider the Yukon mining regula- 
tions and kindred matters had a lengthy 
meeting in Mr. Sifton's office. Officers 
of tbe interior department have been at 
work for some days revising the regula- 
tions. 

NEW LIGHT UN TWINE. 

A Liberal Leader Heads a Deputation Ask- 
ing for Protective Duty.

Ottawa, Jan. 8. — A large and influ- 
ential deputation of twine manufacturers 
from all parte of Canada, headed by 
Senator Cox, interviewed the govern- 
ment to-day and urged some protection 
to tfie binder twine industry, which they 
Bay must succumb unless thia is given.

Connecticut Regiment Coming — The Lost 
Souvenir Coins— An Irish Visitor.

Ottawa, Jan. 8. — Col. Turner, U. S. 
consul-general, hae returned from Con- 
necticut, lie says that provided the 
requisite permission is iziven by tho Bri- 
tish government the Connecticut regi- 
ment will bo here on the 2-lth of May to 
take part in the Queen's birthday cele- 
bration. The reported trouble in the 
regiment to which New York gave cur- 
rency is said by Col. Turner to bo a fab- 
rication.

THE TRANSVAAL DIFFICULTIES. 

Mr. Chamberlain Has Refused to Submit 
Them to Arbitration. 

London, Jan. 8. — A dispatch from 
Capetown to the Daily Mail says that 
the British secretary of stale fur the col- 
onies haB "tersely" refused to submit to 
arbitration the difficulties' between the 
TranBvaal and tho British government. 

The refusal of Mr. Chamberlain to sub- 
mit thiB difference to arbitration is de- 
plored iu some of the morning papers sib 
being untimely on account of tho im- 
pending presidential election, and this 
afternoon's papers print an apparently 
inspired explanation, saying that the re- 
fusal is a month old and that President 
Kruger gives it out now as a campaign 
document to assist in his re-election, de- 
scribing it aa a re-assortion of Mr. Cham- 
berlain's suzerainty views. 

A CONSUL BLACKBALLED. 

United States Representative at Montreal 
Excluded From the Swell Club. 

Montreal, Jan. 7.— (Special)— Major 
Hettinger, U.S. consul-general in Can- 
ada, wbb blackballed for membership in 
the St. James Club, Montreal's Bwell or- 
ganization, last night, and the incident 
is likely to lead to a ..good deal of un- 
pleasant feeling. 

Toronto, Jan. 7. — (Special) — The Mon- 
treal correspondent of the World credits 
the blackballing of Consul Bettinger to 
an alleged interview with him appear- 
ing iu a Chicago paper, in which he was 
represented as favoring tho agitation for 
independence set on foot recently by a 
few Irench-Canadiane. Major Bettin- 
uer denied that the interview had any 
foundation in fact; but thiB did not ap- 
pease the people of Montreal, where the 
interview was republished. 

TARTE AS A REFORMER. 

; Proposes to Give "Character" and 
"Prestige" to the Senate and to Turn 
Out " Political Invalids." 

Montreal, Jan. 8.— (Special)— " The 
Senate mubt he reformed, it must be 
elevated; we must give it character; we 
muBt give it the prestige it lias lost. In 
a word, the Senate must he made more 
democratic." The above is contained in 
an article which Mr. 'Parte writes con- 
cerning Canada's upper chamber. " The 
composition of the upper house," the 
article continues, " is in constant con- 
llict with the thoughts of the fathers of 
confederation, who certainly never 
dreamed of makirg the Senate a hospi- 
tal for political invalids or an exclusive- 
ly Conservative retreat. If we really 
have responsible government, and if the 
government and the Commons realiy 
represent the voice of the people, how, 
then, can the government be left at the 
mercy of that body of immovables." 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

The Banquet to Sir Charles Tupper— North- 
west Government Looking to 
the Klondyke. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 8. — (Special) — Mr. 
Melville S. Parry leaveB shortly for Brit- 
ish Columbia, where he has been ap- 
pointed general agent for the Confedera- 
tion Life company. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Burt., and lion. 
Hugh John Macdonald were tendered a 
banquet this evening by the Conserva- 
tives at Ciirherry. Stickles' hall, the 
largest auditorium in town, was crowded, 
and Sir Charles' reception was moat en- 
thusiastic. He spoke at length, attack- 
ing the Laurier government for stealing 
nearly all the planks of the Conserva- 
tive platform. To-morrow Sir Charles 
will be banquetted by Winnipeg Con- 
servatives, and he leaves for Ottawa 
early next week. 

It iB reported that a member of the 
Northwest government will start shortly 
for Klondyke to study the situation from 
a territorial point of view, and make 
provision for the enforcement of the 
Northwest liquor law. 



* THE BONDING PRIVILEGE. 

Inter-State Commission Considerinp; Its Ap- 
plication to Canadian Railways. 

Washing ton, Jan. 8. — The inter-state 
commerce commission is considering the 
question of the enforcement of section 
3,006 of the revised statutes with special 
reference to section (i of the inter-state 
commerce act. This eection provides 
that goods may be transferred between 
ports of the United States through Can- 
ada or Mexico by such routes and under 
such ruloB, regulations and conditions bb 
the secretary of the treasury may pie- 
scribe.

Continental Europe May Thus Be 
Checked iu Aggression Upon 
Chinese Territory. 

Germany's Acquisition of a Port 
Not Likely to Bring Her Any- 
thing But Trouble. 

The British Complacently Watch 
Current Events as Tending to 
Trade Development. 



London, Jan. S.-The disclosure of the 
details of the terms of acquisition of. 
ICiaoehou Bay by Germany momen- 
tirily scared the British public, which, 
however, now regards Germany's move 
with all the more equanimity as in the 
opinion of persons intimately acquaint- 
ed with China, Kiaochou Bay iB of little 
commercial value and will only be a 
source of huge expense for Germany. If 
the harbor has been commercially valu- 
able, it is pointed out that it would long 
have been made a treaty port, but it ih 
said to be completely overahado*y«l oy 
the close proximity of flourishing Cbe- 
foo. The province of Changtung, it ih 
added, is entirely agricultural and hardly 
able to support its population, while the 
strategic value of Kiaochou Bay can be 
infenod by tbe fact that Russia, in spite 
of the CasBini treaty, allowed Germany 
to occupy it. Altogether Kiaochou Bay 
is not likely to be a bed of roses. 

The British government maintain a 
Bphynx-like reserve regarding Chinese 
affairs and there are no further revela- 
tions of her intentions beyond the state- 
ment made by the Manchester Guardian 
on January '.)', and cabled at the time, 
which waB unquestionably the official 
view of the Bituation. As a leading dip- 
lomat remarked recently, " the states- 
men of Berlin and St. Petersburg muBt 
be strongly unobservant if they imagine 
that Great Britain, the United States or 
Japan will allow them a monopoly of 
the plums." 

It is amusing to notice Ruasia and 
Franco courting Japan. Both of them ■ 
are iu deadly fear of her forming an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance with Great 
Britain. As a matter of fact, there are 
things much more unlikely than tho 
eventual alliance of Great Britain, China 
and Japan, and the contingency- wouiu 
a 1 quire iitill more probability should 
Great Britain, as now seerus certain, 
guarantee a ChineBe loan. 'At the pres- 
ent moment, so far as (.Vreat Britain is 
concerned, the loan is the kernel of the 
whole question. It ia not belioved the 
Chinese loan, if completed, will affect 
silver, aa the money ia required to pay 
tl e Japanese war indemnity and would 
not bo aem to China. Therefore silver 
could not be utilized in part payment. 

The stock exehauiro here continues to 
be undisturbed. Indeed it ia believed 
current events will evontually lead to 
the development of trade. The Spec- 
tator is much pleased with tho an- 
nouncement that the United StateB is 
inclined to support tho British demand 
that no exclusive privileges be granted 
to any individual power in China, and 
says: "Nothing short of a direct 
menace or aggression would tempt any 
combination of continental powerB to 
face the whole Anglo-Saxon race, united 
and n-Bolved." 

London, Jan. 7. — Tho Standard Bays 
that it is now rumored that Great 
Britain will now loan China .1;10,000,000 
direct, without the issue of a private 
guaranteed loan. For tho present it 
must suffice to Eay that China haa 
made earnest overtures for Great 
Britain's good offices, and that Lord 
Salisbury is giving the cloBeat atten- 
tion to the matter in its practical 
aspects. The probabilities point t 
a settlement which, withovt ] 
volving undue risk to (ft Bdtu 
Exthequer, will secure for E/iglahd »u 
vantages, the value of which cannoi j 
appraised in mere monetary terms 
The editorkil proceeds to state that 1 
loan will be partly devoted to paying 1 . 
Japanese indemnity, and " will t' 
make the Emperor of China again r;> 
ter in his own houee, while enabling 
Mikado ao to increase hia army aud I 
as to render Japan a power which 
strongest Western Btate cannot a! 
to affront. " It ia the coir j 
policy of England and Japan to*}'- 
tlio commercial development r,f .< 
in*o harmony with its territorial I 
rity, and, in ptirsuanco of this t) 
the cordial co-operation of the "J 
States may be presumed." Wit j 
ence to difficulties in the way of ■-. 

1 
" Happily, there is no absolut d 
of expedients."

RAILWAY TO ALBEUNI. 

Application to Be Made to the Dominion for 
a Charter to Connoct Cowichan 
With West CoaBt. 

News came to the Ou.oxisr yesterday 
that an application is to be made to the Do- 
minion parliament at the next session for 
a private bill to incorporate a company for 
the purprjse of constructing a railway from 
a point at or near Cowichan harbor, thence 
along the Cowichan river and lake to the 
head of the lake, and from there to Alberni 
canal at or near the mouth of Franklin 
river, with a branch follow ing the. valley of 
the Nitinat river to the West Coast. 

This application is to be made by Mr. II. 
.1. Wickbam, of Ottawa, solicitor for the 
applicants, who are understood to be Mr. 
Boyd, the lumberman, and liis associates, 
who have been interested in timber limits 
on the island. The project shows the im- 
portance which is now attache'! to Alberni 
district and the West Coast since the open- 
ing up of the mining resources there. 

IMPROVED PACIFIC SERVICE. 

Preparations for Another First Class Pas- 
senger Line— Charts Founds nt Kyu- 
qnot-Sound Steamer To-Day. 

While a year ago the Northern Pacific 
Steamship Company were looking around 
for ships lo carry the freight ottering for 
transportation over the Pacific, this year 
the efforts of the company appears to be 
centred upon an improved passenger ser- 
vice. The advent of the Arizona, which at 
one lime was one of the greyhounds 
of the Atlantic, will be in keeping 
with ibis policy.

The ship has a full general cargo, of which 
a small consignment of Itunber was loaded 
here. She carried fourteen sifloon passen- 
gers, of whom Mr. Locke, of I'. 0. Davidgo 
& Co., is one. He goes to Japan o" busi- 
ness, which will extend over a few ni^nUis. 
He was the only one to embark here. The 
other passengers were mostly lady mission- 
aries on their way to Japan ond China. In 
addition to these the Victoria carries 50 
steerage passengers,

Criticism can only carry 
the weight that attaches to the knowledge 
and capability of the critic, and if both are 
anonymous, as in this ease, one critic is us 
good as another unless from internal evi- 
dence it can he seen to be fairer and truer. 
The ( olonist writer was disappointed, 
•• Durham " was charmed. Why these dif- 
fering estimates of the same programme .' 
1! it bo a question of weight, of evidence, 
then " Durham " must fail, for in Victoria 
some of us have travelled ; we have heard 
many gnat singers, and the unanimous 
opinion ut' those who had listened to 
iladame Salchi before v 
ing oil' is there." Fu 
pointed out that if she 
singer we should not ha 1 
in Vancouver either. Artists of the first 
rank do not travel with a quartet partyand 
an accompanist through the United State 
and Canada, at least until their pristine 
bloom has pretty well worn oil. It is per- 
haps not of much consequence at this late 
date whether .Madame Scalchi was or was 
not disappointing. Hut ii is of importance 
to know ller present status in the musicaj 
world, lor in this far away corner the only- 
means we have of forming a fair idea of 
what really great singing would be, is by 
comparison And if the base from which 
we oiart is false or uncertain, how can a 
just conclusion be arrived at.' It is here 
judicious criticism should step in, and the 
present writer submits that to say Madame 
Scalchi •• can sing and charm as' of yore," 
etc.. is not only contrary to fact, but op 
posed to reason and experience 
lb. — " Durham !"

THE HURLING OF CHARGES. 



The Nanaimo Review says the Colon- 
ist is /rrong in alleging that no charges 
have been made against the govern- 
ment, and that as a matter of fact 
charges and grave ones " have been 
hurled at the government party." That 
is quite true. Grave charges have been 
hurled at the government and its friends. 
I That is just what we complain of. The 
charges have been hurled around with 
au abandon that is marvellous. But 
what the Colonist says is that specific 
charges have not been made. Wo de- 
cline to discuss charges that are simply 
hnrled around. It would be tho easiest 
thing imaginable to hurl charges against 
the Dominion government. What, for 
example, would anyone say if the Colon- 
ist should assert that the Dominion 
government is composed of a lot of in- 
competent, dishonorable and blundering 
dunderheads and blockheads. The Min- 
ister of Railways lias proposed the leas- 
•lngof the Drummond County Railway 
and the purchase of the Canada Eastern. 
How would it, so ind if this paper should 
assert that Mr. Blair is a dishonest man, 
f. b'ockhead, a dunderhead, a caterer to 
the rich men of the localities 
through which the lines run, or 
who are interested in their ownership'.'

There has lately been a revival of that 
rather unprofitable theme, "If Christ 
came," which Mr. Stead started some 
yearB ago by applying the query to Chi- 
cago. It iB useless to speculate on mat- 
ters of this kind, for no valuable concl 
sion can be reached. By the irony of 
fate the world rarely recognizes its lead- 
era while they are with it. The public 
eye is filled by persons whose influence 
is transitory. The men whose lives have 
been epoch-making were for the most 
part only discovered after the epoch had 
been well advanced. It is beyond all 
question that even those who were the 
most cloeoly associated with Jesus of 
Nazareth during His life on tho earth did 
not imagine that His influence would be 
of the naturo it has been. Therefore it 
is useless to discuss what would happen 
if CbriBt came to Chicago, New York, 
I .ondon or anywhere else. 

Of one thing wo may feel very sure, 
namely, that if Christ came to this or 
any other country with no other testi- 
monials than He is reported to have 
produced iu Palestine, He would be re- 
garded aB au impostor. It ia just aB well 
to look at this proposition fquarely for we 
only deeeiveourselves and form erroneous 
conceptions of tho nature and power of 
Christianity, if we entertain the idea 
that if He came to us as He came to the 
Jews, we would promptly hail Him as 
Lord and Saviour. 

There are soveral cases recorded in 
Scripture where divine guidance or in 
spiration was claimed for individuals 
Of these we select the case of Moses, who 
employed certain miraculous arts to 
persuade Pharaoh that he, Moses, held 
a commission from God ; tho case of 
El i jab, who converted the people from 
the worship of Baal by causing the 
saturated hacrifice to burst out 
flames; the case of Jesus, who began 
His public work by turning water into 
wine at the marriage feast, and who, 
throughout His whole short career, did 
" many mighty workB." We think we 
may safely Bay that if anyone should 
arise in this or any other country to- 
day and claim, as a proof of his divine 
inspiration, that he could suspend the 
recognized laws of nature at will by 
bringing into effect some higher and 
little known law, he would be regarded 
as an impostor. The churches would be 
the first to cast him out. The news 
paper would exploit him as a new sen 
sation ; but the scientific world, the 
learned everywhere would simply ignore 
him. Before we condemn Pharaoh, the 
worshippers of Baal or the Jews, wo 
ought to put ourselves in their places 
and see whether we would likely 
have acted at all dill'erently. We refer 
now solely to their refusal to acknow 
edge the divinity of the messages which 
the miracles were employed to attest 
Wo would not join in the cry : •' Crucify 
Him ; crucify Him." We do not crucify 
peoplo nowadays. We are like PontiuB 
Pilate, and would be content to chastise 
Him and let Him go. Do not let ua de- 
ceive ourselves into BtippoBinu that with 
us the test of the divinity of Christi 
anity ia the miracles recorded in the 
New Testament. If there were not 
other proofs wo would no more make 
them the basis of our whole socia 
syBtem than we would accept aa readily 
for that purpose the mytliB of the Norse 
land. i 

The test of divinity, the only test, in 
deed, is to be found in the results that 
follow from what iB claimed to be divine. 
Christianity may be judged by its fruits, 
and we claim that so judged it will stand 
closest and keenest criticism. If

In these days when a blatant infidel- 
ity poses as wisdom and timid people 
fear that some day the chemist, the geo- 
logist and the astronomer will push God 
out of the universe, it is worth while to 
stop a little and remember that thero 
are evidences of tho divinity of Chris- 
tianity that can be no more doubted 
than we can doubt the effect of sunlight 
upon nature. That there is a power 
which Bteadily "makes for righteous- 
ness " must be conceded. Tho common- 
ly received explanation of tho origin of 
this power and tho manner in which it 
operates may bo erroneous. It would 
be marvellous if it were not bo. Man- 
kind baa been mistaken about every- 
thing else; every day or so it is neces- 
sary to recast soino favorite notion as to 
the physical creation. Those of ua who 
studied geology thirty years ago will re- 
member how difficult it was to get geo- 
logists to accept Agassiz's theories as to 
glaciers, and' wo will also recall, if wo 
have kept up our reading, how wo 
have had to alter the apparently irre- 
futable conclusions at which that dis- 
tinguished geologist arrived. Scarcely 
an explanation that science haB offered 
for anything has remained unquestioned 
for any leogth of time, and the true in- 



In most schools history is taught fiom 
the wrong end. By this wo do not mean, 
iib Tom Hughes ouce eaid, that when the 
knowledge cannot bo taught into the 
head it is whipped into the other ex- 
tremity ; but that the majority of teach- 
ers of history begin so far back that 
there ia not time in the ordinary school 
curriculum to bring the pupil down to 
modern times. The practice used to be 
to start the student of English history at 
the time of the Roman invasion, and 
bring him down to within a few years of 
the present, if he remained long enough 
at school. Then he was given a course 
in Roman history in the same way ; 
then, perhaps, one in Grecian history, 
and here the process stopped. In recent 
years Canadian history has been added, 
and the pupil is also given some idea of 
the chief events in the national life cf 
the United States. 

We suggest that history should be 
taught from the present backward, for 
iu that way, no matter when the pupil 
left school, he would have possession oi 
the salient facts of the recent history of 
his own country and of the world at 
large. For this purpose the history of 
our own Empire Bhould be the basie, 
and it Bhould be divided into periods of 
twenty-five yearB each for the first 1 ua- 
dred yearB, measuring backward, and 
into periods of fifty years each fur the 
next two preceding centuries. The next 
three or four centuries might by consid- 
ered a century at a time, and as the 
dates grow more remote a longer period 
could be embraced ineachdivision. After 
the history of our own land had been 
covered in each period, for thiB should 
be treated first until the study has pass- 
ed beyond historical British dates, the 
contemporary history of tho world 
ought to bo taken up, with the object 
not of merely filling the pupil's mind 
with a lot of isolated facts and dates, but 
to give him some idea of what the world 
as a whole had done. It iB surprising 
with how much greater interest hiatory 
is studied when dealt with in thiB way, 
and what new ideas we get. Nothing 
tends to broaden the mind more than 
such a system. 

Let us take, for example, the history 
of popular government. It is literally 
true that under the system of leaching 
in vogue in the schools of the United 
States pupils are taught that human 
liberty had its origin in the declaration 
of independence. The pupils in Can- 
adiin schools know better than this; 
but how many of them are taught any- 
thing about the communities in which 
the torch of freedom waa kept burning 
down through centuries? How many of 
ub were taught at Bchool to respect the 
Scandinavian people for their reso- 
lute sense of personal freedom? 
How many were told at school 
of the democracy of old Poland? 
How many were taught of the proud 
boast of the Basques, the Vaudois, the 
men of Wales and of the Isles of Scot- 



very moderate degree of talent for such 
work, can easily make historical themes 
interesting, and the writing out of the 
pupil's notes will serve to impress the 
facta upon his mind and be an invalu- 
able training fn the art of English 
composition, which usually is neglected 
for the lack of live subjects.

PlatformB 
drawn by an irresponsible committee 
and a leader chosen by a self-conBtituted 
convention in secret are not exactly 
what people have expected from Lib- 
erals.

BRITISH COLUMBIA ILLUSTRATED 

An Exposition of Great Interest Under the 
Auspices of the Natural History 
Society. 

As was intimated in n previous issue, the 
Natural History Society of Victoria is co- 
operating Willi the government in making 
arrangements for the formal opening of the 
new legislative hall on ilie 10th of Febru- 
ary. At the last regular meeting a pro- 
gramme was outlined, and the executive 
committee, with power to add to its num- 
bers, was authorized to arrange the details. 
Thecommittee met last week, and sufficient 
progress waa made to warrant the hope that 
the exhibition decided upon will be an un- 
[ualitled success. 

The museum wing of the new parliament 
buildings, which will be completed by that 
time, has been allotted to the society for 
tie purpose of holding,' the exposition, to 
onsist of sections illustrative of the vari- 
ous phases of the province — historical, eth- 
nological, etc. According to the plan 
adopted there will be five main sections or 
divisions, each under the management of a 
special committee. These are as follows:

The hearings of the criminal libel suits 
was quite interesting yesterday. A num- 
ber of spectators watched the proceedings 
at the police court all day, and just before 
the close in the afternoon were rewarded 
for their patience by witnessing something 
quite out of the common. At the morning 
session the charge against Editor Nichul 
of The Province, was resumed. The de- 
fence called two witnesses in the persons 
of Premier Turner and Hon. C. K. Pooley, 
but most of the questions put the witnesses 
were ruled out as inadmissable at a prelim- 
inary bearing. The question of press com- 
ments on t he cases was again brought up 
by Mr. Martin, who claimed that the magis- 
trate should interfere in the matter. He 
was again told that the court did not con- 
trol the press and the matter ended. 

Mr. Walter Nichol was formally commit- 
ted for trial, the magistrate reviewing the 
case briefly. His case will come up at the 
first court, of competent jurisdiction. The 
usual bonds were demanded and obtained. 

During the Bostock case, which was en- 
livened from beginning to end by lively 
tilts between counsel, a rather unusual 
scene occurred, Mr. Archer Martin, who 
ins are promised, SO that the success of j has acted for the defence throughout the 

>!">,;,,.., . . i., .!..,, trials, objected in very strong terms to 

Magistrate Macrae's ruling on certain ques- 
tions, and because of these rulings abruptly 
retired from the case. The hearing will be 
resumed at 'J o'clock Monday afternoon. 

In the morning, before calling any wit- 
nesses for ttie defence, Mr. .Martin stated 
that be wished to draw his Worship's at- 
tention for the second time to press com- 
ments on the cases now being tried. He 
mentioned in particular an editorial in the 
Colonist of the 7th mst., and asked the 
magistrate to express his strong disap- 
proval of such comments. 

His Worship replied that be bad abso- 
lutely nothing to do with such matters.

lo entertain the matters brought up by .Mr. 
Martin in his last questions than had any 
other man in tlte court. 

Alter a long and tedious legal argument, 
Mr. -Martin finally said: "Well, Your 
Worship, it seems that any question I 
might ask this witness regarding his con- 
nection with mining companies and the 
otiices he holds in them will bo disal- 
lowed." ' 

His Worship— " That is right. I cannot 
let such questions go in as evidence in this 
court." 

Mr. Martin, unable to proceed on the 
line.- lie started out on, then took up a 
letter written by Mr. Cnssidy to the de- 
fendants, having reference to the suit 
brought by Mr. Turner, and asked the wit- 
ness if be had authorized his counsel to 
w rile this letter. 

Mr. Cnssidy— " I object to that letter be- 
ing put in as evidence." 

M r. Martin—" You are perhaps afraid 
of it." 

His Worship—" Please do not make so 
many personal remarks, gentlemen. Let 
us get on." 

Mr. Martin— " Did you authorize Mr. 
Oassidy to write to The Province people 
asking for information as to who was re- 
sponsible for the alleged libel, in order as 
was stated to vindicate your public and 
private character?" 

Mr Cussidy, at this juncture, expressed 
his willingness to have the letter or ques- 
tion put in as evidence. 

Mr. Martin—" I want an answer to my 
question " 

His Worship— " The question is over- 
ruled, Mr. Martin." 

Mr. Martin—" Do 1 understand that I 
itm not tn put this letter in as evidence." 

Mr.Cussiuy— " Oh 1 if he thinks it will do 
In in any good he can put it in. but I will 
not have the witness examined on the line 
he is proceed n on." 

Mr. Martin finding it usele s to proceed 
on his line of examination, then permitted 
Hon. Mr. Turner to retire. 

The examination of Hon. C. E. Pooiey 
was on precisely similar lines to that of the 
la-: witness. -Sir. Martin asked witness if 
his complaint arose out ol an alleged de- 
famatory article published in The Province 
December 11 last, and the answer came 
in the nflirmative. 

Mr. Martin— "Are you a director on the 
advis iry hoard of the' companies foi me 1 in 
London, England, for the purpose of carry- 
ing on mining and trading operations on 
i he Yukon '.' " 

His Worship— " The question is ruled 
out." 

The next question put was to ascertain 
whether the witness held shares in the 
companies referred to, was also disallowed. 

Mr. Martin— " Have you drawn or been 
promised any emolument or honorarium 
from any such companies?" 

The question was ruled out by his Wor- 
sliip. 

Mr. Martin — '' It is a matter of regret to 
me and to my clients that the prosecution 
have brought this action under a section of 
t tie code which completely closes our 
mouths at this stage of the game." 

further discussion between counsel fol- 
lowed, but it was brought to an abrupt 
termination by the magistrate, who asked 
if ttie defence had any other witnesses. 

Mr. Martin answering in the negative, 
In.- Worship briefly reviewed the evidence, 
and then formally bound Mr. Nichol for 
trial at the first court of competent juris- 
diction. Mr. Bostock was taken as surety 
in the usual h mds. 

The court then adjourned until 2 o'clock. 

The afternoon session of the court was 
decidedly interesting. The case against 
Mr. Hewitt Bostock came up for hearing, 
and was brought to an abrupt termination 
by the withdrawal of Mr. Archer Martin, 
counsel for the defence, from the case on 
the ground that the magistrate's ruling on 
certain questions did not give his clients a 
fair show. 

The lirst witness called was Mr. Arthur 
Wheeler, bookkeeper of The Province 
Limited Liability Company. His evidence 
was on the lines of the prior hearings. 
Counsel for the plaintiff's endeavored to 
find out, by a close examination of the wit- 
ness, the exact connection or relation of 
tin two companies in The Province build- 
ing, hut no new light was throw n on the 
mystery. 

Inn Coltart. the next witness, stated that 
be was a director in The Province, Limited 
Liability, as well as in The Province Pub- 
lishing Company, and, although holding 
these positions, he could not say lie 
had a knowledge of the afl'airs ot both eon- 
Mr. Hewitt Bostock, he said, is a director 
in both companies 

Mr. Cassidy "The general policy and 
e. utrse of the newspaper isc unrolled by the 
■directors?" 

Mr. Collar! -" Yes." 

Witness stated that Mr. Nichol had been 
editor since November and was editor at i he 
time of the alleged lihd. He had been ap- 
pointed by the board of directors. Mr. Bos- 
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Mr. Cassidy "Ha 
book of the company 
Mr. Coltart " No." 

Mr. Cassidy "You were asked to pro- 
duce this." 

Mr. Cassidy then read Hie summons, 
which demanded witness to pr.vJu'.-j the 
minute book, share list, etc . of I'he Pro 
vince Limited Liability Company to show 
the interests the defendant hud in the said 
■company. The magistrate ruled thai nc- 
c.)i ding to the wording of the summons Mr 
Coltart was not eulpabiu in not bringing 
the hooks in question. 

Mr. Cassidy insisted thai the share lists 
and minute book of the company should be 
produced. It was decided to di 
!ln- books and papers for the pres. 

Continuing, fhe witness said 
Bostock was not in the habit of 
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M r. Cassidy— " What t 
stock did he hold ?" 

Mr. Martin-" I object, 
already told my learned friend that thete 
are two other large shareholders in the 
company. What more does your Worship 
'.vain I ban that ?" 

His Worship-" 1 don'l want anything; 
but Mr. Cassidy wants to know certain 
tilings. What are your objections to the 
question ?" 

" Mr. Martin— "Simply because it is in- 
quiring into private aflairs unnecessarily." 

Mr. Cassidy endeavored to show that 
Mr. Bostock i's the proprietor of the paper 
because he has control of the stock. 

Mr Martin read authorities to show that 
no imdy Ipolitic and corporate can have a 
proprietor. It is immaterial, ho claimed, 
what his interest is. 

His Worship allowed the question to go 
.ii as evidence. 

During the argument and while Mr 
Ca-.sidy was speaking a lively tilt between 
counsel occurred. 

Mr. Martin, while his opponent was 
making a certain argument bearing on the 
question in dispute, hurst out with : 

•• Your Worship, my learned friend is 
t. 'Ming you what is absolutely untrue, and 
a is disgusting to Die to bear him." 

Mr. Cassidy—" Oh, bosh!" 

His Worship—" Do you mean to say that 
Mr. Cassidy 'sstatement is incorrect. Well, 
go on with your argument Mr. Ufl .sidy.' 

Mr. Cassidj — "There is no use ol my 
learned friend getting angry."

The next question by the counsel for the 
plaintiffs brought about the trouble which j 
abruptly terminated the afternoon hearing 
of the cuse. 

Mr. Cassidy in endeavoring to get at Mr. 
Bostock's exact interests in the company 
asked: "What proportion of stuck did 
Mr. Bostock hold at the time of the alleged 
libel." 

Witness—" Am I obliged to answer that 
question your Worship? I claim that 1 
am privileged not to answer it." 

His Worship— " If Mr. Martin can show 
me by any authority that you need not 
answer the question, L will bo glad to hear 
him." 

Witness claimed as the ground of objec- 
tion that his answer to the question would 
show disloyalty on his part to his employ- 
ers in divulging the private affairs of the 
compary . 

His Y\ orsbip— " You are now before the 
court, and any question of disloyalty should 
not he entertained here. You must answer 
thequeslion." 

Witness [reluctantly] — " Well, the pro- 
portion of stock held by Mr. Bostoclc is 
about three-quarters, I should say." 

Mr. Cassidy—" 1 ask you the same ques- 
tion with regard to the Province Publish- 
ing Company, Limited Liability." 

Mr. Martin excitedly objected to the 
question as being immaterial, and com- 
menced an argument to prove his point. 

His Worship—" I rule thai Mr. Coltart 
will answer this question." 

Mr. Martin, dramatically, rose to his feet 
at this juncture, and, with much feeling, 
said: " 1 see there is no protection to the 
pi ivate interests of my clients, and I will 
withdraw from this case. I have protested 
against what. I consider is irrelevont evi- 
dence, and 1 have been overruled system- 
atically. I lismnie that you have" done 
what you think right, your Worship, how- 
ever " 

His Worship -" You need make no com- 
ment on that, Mr. Martin." 

Mr. Mi'rtin— " All 1 say on the matter is 
that your ruling shows me that it is idle for 
a solicitor to come here as counsel f'orn man 
and expect to have the rules of evidence 
construed as I hey lire generally construed 
in courts of just ice. " 

His Honor, as Mr. Martin picked up 
several books and papers and started for 
the door, — " One minute, Mr. Martin. You 
should not have said that." 

The scene created no little excitement, 
and Mr. Martin, although addressed again 
by His Worship, h it the room w ithout re- 
plying. 

Mr. Cassidy, in a brief speech, regretted 
the withdrawal of Mr. Martin from the 
case anil said he was satistied to bring in an 
independent lawyer to prove that the ques- 
tion which caused the trouble was perfectly 
relevant lo the case. He was perfectly sat- 
istied with Magistrate Macrae's decisions 
during the hearing, as they had been most 
impartial. 

His Worship, without referring directly 
to the unpleasant occurrence, stated that 
he was in duty hound obliged to adjourn 
the hearing, in order to give M r. Bostock a 
chance lo obtain new counsel. He regret- 
ted the occurrence, as it might detain Mr. 
Bostock iu the city, when he had made 
preparations to leave it. For his part, he 
was willing to have an evening session, al- 
though he had another engagement. 

Mr. Bostock— " Could I not suggest that 
we go on with the hearing now?

Mr. Bostock again expressed a desiie to 
proceed with the case, but it was finally de- 
cided to adjourn until Monday, at 2 o'clock 
p.m. Mr. Coltart was permitted to leave 
the witness stand after his long, hut incom- 
plete, examination, and the court ad- 
journed.

The' m meeting held in the t'ily Hall lust

Carey, a candidate lor the mayoralty, was | mitted to run on. 
well attended nnd orderly. The candidate, 
during his brief address, being listened to 
with marked attention. Mr. J. Kei'h Wil- 
son was, by tho voice of the meeting, ap- 
pointed chairman. Good sound business 
men, he said, should be induced to come 
out this year, us it jiromi-jes to be n banner 
one in the city's history. He then culled 
upon the candidate for the mayoralty. 

Mr. Carey, who was received with up- 
n'aiiKp. flr"l stated bis motives for entering 
the contest. A gn it many people had 
ei mi e in \ letoiui in recent years, and many 
of ihein wen- not perhaps aware that he 
bad served (lie. city for eight years, and 
that during I he lust year he was in tie 
council he had held the position of mayor, 
j-Ie bad come forward now partly to si e 
whether enough money could not be ob- 
tained from the city revenue without bor- 
rowing to keep the streets in repair. He con- 
sidered that the city was paying too much 
for its bridges. He advocated doing away 
with the Ri ck Bay bridge, and showed bow 
this could be done with advantage to the 
city. He would not advocate borrowing 
any more money. In the matter of tax 
appeals he claimed that no justice could be 
obtained from the mayor or aldermen. He 
proposed as a remedy to approach the legis- 
lature to have an independent court of re- 
vision appointed. Willi regard to the al- 
leged unfairness of the water rates, Mr. 
Carey cited a case where a poor man was 
paying only $2 a month rent and was 
taxed monthly ifl for water rates. If 
elected he would endeavor to remedy Ibis 
condition of alliiirs. 

Paying out of large sums in interest for 
money borrowed for improvements is one 
of the most serious questions to settle. He 
next entered very fully into the question of 
tin- waterworks. He bad looked closely 
into the matter and was confident that 
there was enough water going to waste out 
of Elk lake at present to run the 
city electric light plant, if properly 
utilized. In referring to the water- 
works and the dam, the speaker said 
be bad thoroughly investigated the work, 
and bad found that there were many seri- 
ous defects in both reservoir and dam, not- 
withstanding the large amount of money 
already spent on them. 

Referring to Mayor Redfern's remarks in 
Spring Ridge ball on Friday evening, Mr. 
Carey said that he did not believe the rush 
here in the spring would necessitate an in- 
crease of the police force. It was need- 
less at present, he thought, to put 
any more expense on the citizens by 
spending more money on either the 
police or lire departments. If re- 
turned as Mavor be would advocate re- 
strictive economy in all branches of t be city 
government. Mr. Carey was applauded as 
lie left the platform. 

Kx-Ald. Brugg, the next speaker said that 
one of the mistakes the city had made was 
borrowing money before there bad been 
any well devised plans made. 

Sir. I*. C. Macgregor was culled upon and 
announced himself a candidate for alder- 
man for Centre Ward. He stated that 
the government of tho city in the 
past bad been anything but wise.

(From tho Stlckeon River Journal.) 
Further proof of the feasibility of tho 
Stickeen river roule to tho Klondyke i» 
furnished by the arrival in Fort Wrangel 
of Hon. George W. OUerson, a representa- 
tive of the Hawaiian government, and his 
party, consisting of R. II. Fitzhugh,- of 
Lexington, Ky. ; P. R. S. Parley, of Lake- 
lield, Out., ana Indian Dick. Mr. Otterson 
was seen by a Journal representative and 
gave the following interesting description 
of his journey from the North: 

We left Telegraph creek, which, by the 
way, is 150 miles up the Stickeen river, on 
theoth day of December for Fort Wrangel, 
with an outfit consisting of six dogs, three 
sleds, blankets and provisions. We reached 
Gletiora, a distance of twelve miles, that 
day, finding the route 111 pood condition 
and the weather favorable. We tra- 
veled entirely on the ice that covered 
the river, which was frozen to a safe 
depth. By the 10th we arrived at the 
Canyon and early in the forenoon of the 
next day we reached the Robinson and 
Croker cabin, where we exchanged saluto» 
tions and continued on our journey t o- 
wards the city on Wrangel island. On the 
evening of the 10th we met three men on 
their way up the majestic Stickeen. They 
were " long " on dogs, as compared with' 
the balance of their outfit, they having ten 
canines vvitli them of a varied color, size 
and breed. Wo were exceedingly glad to 
meet this party of many dogs, for we had 
uji to this time been making a trail over 
the snow which was very deep, and we 
were only too glud to exchange trails, 
which we dill to the entire satisfaction of 
parties concerned. 

The snow was between seven and eight 
feet dee]) and we found our snowshoes of 
great benefit. On the 12th of December we 
passed the Hudson Pay flats with a strong 
wind blowing and the weather very cold 
and a heavy trail. On the Kith we met the 
Brown party on their way un the river, and 
our next meeting was with Jordan and his 
partner, from whom we got some tobacco, 
coffee, tea and bacon, and that night we 
camped with flaxen and Hansel, thus far 
making eight miles per day, which must be 
considered good time when it is known that 
there are only about live hours of daylight 
in the country we travelled over. 

The night of the 17th we put up with the 
Avery party in their cabin. Ou the 18th 
we called at the camp of Cooley and Hall, 
who are comfortably located, (m the Pith 
we reached the mouth of the Stickeen 
river, just fourteen days from Telegraph 
Creek. 

'• In making such a journey as you have 
just described, what were the habits you 
adopted with reference to the hours of 
sleep, cooking your menls, selecting your 
camping places Air, Otterson?" asked the 
scribe . 

Well, in the morning we get up at half 
past six and cook our breakfast, and as the 
country is well timbered, there is no lack 
of good fuel. Alter breakfast we load the 
sleds, harness the dogs and by half past 
nine we have commenced our day's 
journey, and we then travel on with per 



haps but a few moments stop until three to 
half past three o'clock, at which time we 
stop for the day. After unharnessing the 
dogs, wood is cut for a fire, brush for a bed, 
a caiwna lly or curtain is put up to the 
windward of the fire, sledB fire unpacked 
and supper is cooked, and by six o'clock 
the eating act has been completed and 
everybody takes a smoke. We roll up in 
our blankets and sleep the sleep of tired 
but healthy men. 

NOTES ON THE TRAIL. 

A good trail was broken from Glenora to 
the mouth of the Stickeen river. 

A trip up the river can easily be made 
with a sled loaded with 1150 pounds and 
with dogs, can average a distance of three 
miles per hour, or fifteen miles.a day. 

Captain McDonald, who is taking a saw- 
mill and steamboat up the river and across 
to the lake, is a genuine hustler, and the 
right kind ofn man to tackle such a job. 
He will move the wdiole outfit, consisting 
of forty-eight tons, to Lake Teslin inside of 
sixty days. 

Good advice to those going up the river is 
don't start without a good outfit, for it is 
impossible to get the necessaries along the 
way. 

The following duly was recently collected 
at Glenora on supplies purchased in the 
Poked States: Fifteen pounds of tobacco, 
$7.88; beans, fifteen percent.; dried fruit 
and matches, twenty-five percent.: Hour, 
sixty cents per barrel; rice, one and one- 
quarter cents per pound; sugar, one cent 
per pound; candles, twenty-five per cent. ; 
seeds, twenty-five per cent.; bacon and 
pork, two cents per pound ; evaporated 
potatoes, twenty-live pur cent.; canned 
pumpkins, two and one-quarter per cent.; 
canned beef, twenty-live percent.; butter, 
four cents per pound; tea, ten cents per 
pound. 

Mr. A. May and party are well on their 
way towards the lake, having left Telegraph 
creek on the 9th ult. 

Messrs. Garsl and Chambers purchased a 
horse and left Telegraph creek for the in- 
terior. They expect to arrive at Dawson 
early enough to aid others who may wish 
packing done. Horse feed being very 
scarce, they are compelled to feed rolled 
oats, lor which they pay $1.25 per ten 
; pounds. 

Davis and Purlin are about thirty miles 
out from Telegraph creek and expect to 
eat their New Year's turkey at Lake Teshn. 

Dr. Hodgin and Messrs. Bush and Pal- 
mer, and Messrs. Anderson. Carter and 
McLaren left Telegraph Creek on the 1st of 
December 1'ofcLake Teslin. 

Dr. Hodgin, who left Spokane afllicted 
with lung trouble, had apparently regained 
his health when he arrived at Telegraph 
Creek, and claims to he, and looked robust 
anil healthy. 

Messrs. Dunbar, Wright, Hayden, Swil- 
zer, Palmer and Praymer, were camped at 
Puck's bar and are in comfortable quarters. 
They are on their way over to the lake by 
this time. 

Mr. A. A. Martin, of Salt Lake City, has 
located some valuable quartz claims within 
a few miles of Telegraph Creek. 

Blair and Peters are hauling two tons of 
supplies from Telegraph Creek over the 
trail and are fixed lor making good time. 

Messrs. Otterson and Fitzhugh have 
located some very valuable claims near 
Telegraph Creek. Their mineral is tree 
milling— magnetic ore. They refused un 
oiler of $10,000 for their claims. Mr. Saturo, 
an sssayer, accompanied Messrs. Otterson 
and Fitzhugh to their quartz claims and he 
speaks in the highest terms of the mineral 
deposits in that section. 

Mr. Robert Hyland, of Telegraph Creek, 
and who has a stock of general merchandise 
at that place, is sleighing outlits to Knw 
Ketz mountains for eight cents per pound. 
He has a large warehouse at Telegraph 
Creek where miners can store their supplies 
with safety if they so desire. 

Mr. Callbreath, a son of Captain Call 
breath, who conducts a general merchan- 
dise trade at Telegraph (.'reek, is an open
